Friends: 

I co-introduced a motion this week to remove the misdemeanor section in LAMC 
63.44. We instructed departments to report on a process where sales and services 
in City-owned parks are legal, regulated, and enforceable. Because of the 
misdemeanor section, some who sell on our streets and parks could become 
vulnerable to deportation just for doing their best to make a living. 

We will devise a system that: provides a legal permit for these entrepreneurs; 
includes the number of sellers in a geographic area; determines what, where, and 
how products can be sold, and; creates an enforceable permitting system with 
penalty consequences for those who violate the ordinance without any possibility of 
deportation for those who may be undocumented. 

Regulating sales on public property is a complex issue. Two years ago, I held 
hearings on this topic and my committee is still waiting for a report back from various 
departments. No one in Los Angeles should live in fear of deportation for trying to 
make a living when they have so few options otherwise, nor should our parks 
become open retail markets at the expense of providing passive and active 
recreation for the city's residents, which is the intended use per our Charter. I am 
confident we can, and will, develop a policy that strikes a balance while bringing 
what is now an underground economy out of the shadows.
